was taken to the Tower yesterday 


afternoon and was. released on bail a, 
-few hours later. 


Thompson was arrested at 53 Bgker 
street by Deputy Sheriff Plennie 
Minor, who has been Keeping trace of 
the fugitive since the flight in March 
Immediately upon ar- 
riving in Atlanta Thompson went to 
the house on Baker street to which his 


wife moved from their former home at, 


183 Spring street when he left Atlanta. 


He had been there but a ‘short time 


when taken into custody. 

Early in 1911, according to evidence 
furnished the Fulton county grand 
jury when the bill was returned 
against Thompson, a Mrs. Bulloch, of 
Bullochsville, Ga. entrusted to the 
lawyer several suits, during the course 
of which he came into possession of 
several hundreg dollars belonging to 
his client. This sum, it is claimed by 
Mrs. Bulloch, he appropriated.

Postmaster Will Be Given Chance 
to Clear Local Office, 


All Complaints Submitted to 
Chamber Committee Will Be 
Referred Before Further Ac- 
tion Is Taken—Trouble Be- 
lieved to Be at Washington. . 


Postmaster McKee is to be asked 
by the chamber of commerce to fix 
the blame for existing conditions in 
the local postoffice situation, The com- 
mittee from this body has received 
sufficient evidence that conditions here 
are extremely bad and this evidence 
is to be submitted to Mr. McKee with 
the request that he explain them. This 
is not because the committee suspects 
that the trouble ts chargeable to the 
postmaster or his assistants, but the 
members think that as a matter of 
courtesy they should hear from him. 

It seemed to be the opinion that 
whatever troubles exist are traceable 
to Washington-made policies with 
which the local postoffice force is en- 
cum bered. ; 


At the second meeting of the cham-/ 


ber of commerce committe, appointed 
to look into the local poustoffice stu- 
ation, which was held yesterday after- 
noon, fully as many complaints as were 
registered at the former meeting were 
again in evidence. Not a few of these 
concerned letters mailed here for peo- 
ple in the city, while others were 
about letters mailed from this to other 
cities or vice verea. 

In the first case, the committee feels, 
it is apparent that only local condi- 
tions can be responsible for the nu- 
merous delays to be found in the-trans- 
mission of letters from ope portion of 
the city to another. In the ease of 


letters which travel from one city to 
another, however, it is beMeved that 
inadequate railway pestal service may 


play a large part in the delays. 
To Submit Brief ef Complaints. 

To Mr. McKee will be submitted “a 
brief of all the complaints so far reg- 
istered with the committee, together, 
with the proofs of the validity of the 
claims being made against the serv-

ice. After having had sufficient time | 
to go thoroughly into these complaints, 
Mr. McKee will then be asked by the 
committee to explain why letters are 
held up in going from one part of the. 
city to another, and likewise, so far as 
he may, how much poor railway postal 
service may affect local deliveries, 

Instead of following the precedent 
set at its former meeting, the cham- 
ber of commerce held the meeting at 
which this decision was reached be- 
hind closed doors. It was stated, how- 
ever, that there was no intention of 
keeping anything hidden from the pub- 
lic, ®ut that the committee has de- 
cided it is unfair to publish complaints 
registered with it until Mr. McKee has 
had an opportunity to explain why the 
conditions on which the complaints are 
based exist. 

Chairman  Kriegshaber announced 
for the committee that the number of 
complaints filed at. this meeting was 
about equal to those which came in at 
the last meeting. Practically all of 


them are from prominent business men } 


or firms of the city, it Is understood. 

However, members of the committee 
feel that they are receiving only a 
small per cent of the complaints which 
the people have to make. It is stated 
that members are stopped daily on the 
street and complaints registered with 
them, complaints which are not 
brought before the committee: because 
they are pot filed in writing or regis- 
tered in person making them. 

Committee to Make Report. 

This committee, it will be remem- 
bered, was not appointed with power 
to act, but was instructed simply to 
look into conditions with aview to 
ascertaining what they are and re- 
porting to the chamber of commierce 
@s a whole the result of its investi- 
gation. On this report, the chamber 
will base any action it may see fit to 
take in the matter, 

It is for the purpose of getting all 
the facts in hand before making this 
report that the committee desires to 
hear from Postmaster McKee. It is 
felt that, in justice to the postmaster, 
he should be given an opportunity to 
explain any reason that may exist for’ 
conditions as they are, and from Mr. 
McKee's explanations, should he make 
any, and upon the complaints filed 
with the committee’*the report which 
will. go to the chamber as a whole, 
will be made,

Georgia and controling financial in- 
terests of great extent. Associated 
with Mr. Wadley, who will be presi- 
dent, are John E. Wadley, of Way- 
cross, and John T. Moore, Leon 5S. 
Dure, Jesse H, Hall, John T. McKay 
and W. E. Dunwody, of Macon. 

The concern will work in connec- 
tion with a string of banks operated 
by the National Bank Audit company, 
of which William Barrett Ridgely, 
former comptroller of currency, is 
president. The Southern Cotton Cor- 
poration will advance farmers money 
up to 74 per cent of the normal price 
on cotton deposited in warehouses.

Great Question Mark Across 
the Map of the Dominion, 
Both Sides Confident, 


MOST STIRRING CAMPAIGN 
CANADA HAS EVER KNOWN 


Quebec Seems to’ Hold the 
Key to the Situation, as the 
Nationalists in That Province 
Are Fighting Laurier—Great 
Vote Expected—Sir Wilfrid 
Thoroughly Confident. 


Montreal, September 20.—This elec- 
tion eve, when a great question mark 
lies across the Canadian map from 
Atlantic to Pacific, finds the dominion 
More interested in itself and the whole 
world more interested in it than ever 


before. Tomorrow will answere ques- 
tions vitally affecting the country and 
nearly as deep concern to the United 
States—shall the Laurier regime con- 
tinue, and shall Canada, by giving the 
government party of the last fifteen 
years continuance of power, put into 
effect the reciprocity agreement al- 
ready ratified by the republic across 
the border. 
Both Sides Express Confidence, 

On this “night before” the leaders 
on "both sides are expressing extreme 
The government papers 
this evening assert that the liberals 
will win by fifty majority, thus in- 
creasing their strength in the house 
of commons by sevén seats. On the 
other hand, the opposition papers 
claim an equal majority for the party 
of Leader Borden and point with un- 
equivoeal certitude to the government 
defgat and its realization that defeat is 
impending. 

The Montréal Star, which thee Gon 
ducted an especially ‘aggressive anti- 
reciprocity campaign, prints ‘In large 
type tonight the statement, “Govern- 
ment defeated.” Newspapers on both 
sides support. their claims by detailed 
statements telegraphed by the party 
organizers in the capitals of each of 
the ten provinces. 

Quebec Holds the Key. 

Observers who claim the opportuni- 
ty for impartial survey of the situa- 
tion say they expect the government to 
be returned with a reduced majority. 
This forecast ranges from ten to thir- 
ty-five, though few are willing to con- 
cede so high a figure as the latter. 
There are some who count upon the 
government being returned with an 
unworkable mdjority, which, it is sup- 
posed, anything below ten might prove 
to be. In such an event, it is probable 
that no attempt would be made to se- 
cure ratification of the _ reciprocity 
agreement before another election was 
held, 

It is generally conceded that the 
province. of Quebec holds the key to 
the situation. During the fifteen years 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been in 
power this province always has rolled 
up @ majority sufficient to adverse 
voting in other provinces, So eon- 
sistently has this been the case that 
it has come to be regarded as a cer- 
tainty, and in recent elections the con- 
servatives have made but infrequent 
and spasmodic attempts to gain any 
seats here. 

The Fight of the Nationalists. 

In the present election, however, a 
cealition has existed in Quebec be- 
tween the conservatives and the third 
party, known as the nationalists, as a 
result of which there is a confe#t for 
every seat. In a few instances there 
are three-cornered contests—an inde- 
pendent liberal running. against a4 
straight party candidate and a nation- 
alist-conservative. 

The nationalist party in Quebec gas 
paid but little attention to reciprocity. 
It has conducted its campaign upon 
opposition to the government naval 
program and the record of the govern- 
ment in general It has been led by 
Henry Bourassa, a former liberal mem- 
ber of parliament, who is not at this 
time a candidate. The nationalists also 
have had the support of a number of 
French and English newspapers. Upon 
the question whether this enthusiasm 
has been coined into votes against the 
government, probably hangs the fate 
of Laurier’s political future. 

Nationalists May Beat Laurier. 

Extreme nationalists are claiming 
that their party, together with the 
straight conservatives, will elect 50 


imembers from Quebec at tomorrow's 


elections. If they do this, it is gen- 
erally conceded that the government 
will be defeated. The election of one- 
half this number would have the same 
result.

THREE LITTLE CHILDREN

The Victims Were Brained 
With an Ax, and the Murder- 
er Struck While They Slept. 
The Crime Committed Several 
Days Ago—No Clew to the 
Murderer. 


Colorado Springs, Colo, September 
20.—Butchered in their beds by ‘some 
person as yet unknown, who used dn 
ax, the bodies of six persons, three in 
each of two neighboring houses, were 
fonund here today. The heads of all 
the victims had been smashed in and ~ 
the appearante of the bodies indicated 
that they had been dead for several 
days and that death came while they 
slept, 

Ax Used by the Murderen 

A report says that the murderer has 
been caught and that he has con- 
fessed, but this is denied by the po- 
lice officials, who, it is intimated, fear 
@ lynching might follow such an an- 
nouncement. An ax which had been 
loaned to Mrs. Henry F, Wayne, one 
of the victims, by J. R. Evans, a neigh- 
bor, last week, was found, blood-stain. 
ed, by Mrs, Evans on Monday near the 
back door\of the Wayne home. No 
attention was paid to this fact, how- 
ever, as it was thought the ax had 
been used in killing chickens. 

The Dead,

There may be a ¢ross-fire set of cases 
in the superior court of Clarke coun- 
ty over the judgeship of the city court 
of Clarke county in which Judges West 
and Shackelford have figured so large- 
ly in recent weeks. The hearing of 
the injunction against Mr. Shackelford 
may not be heard. 

On the lith Judge West, through his

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NON-ENFORCEMENT OF LAW 
THE CAUSE OF MOB LAW 


Editor Constitution: The frequency 
with which the prescribed course for 
dealing with criminals as provideq by 
our regularly constituted authorities 
is set aside may well engage the deep- 
est concern, not only of those in au- 
thority and charged with the preser- 
vation of the dignity ana stability of 
our institutions, but may claim the 
sober and unimpassioned deliberation 
of each individual citizen. 

Proportionately as mob violence is 
allowed, the security of the institu- 
tions for which America stands is 
jeopardized. Each time a mob of peo- 
ple, driven by frenzy and passion, set 
at naught the regularly constituted 
authority of the land they bring on an 
acute condition of anarchy and of all 
destroyers of liberty, anarchy is su- 
preme. 

The somewhat widespreag opinion 
that the howl of the mob is in defiance 
of law ig a misapprehension, rather it 
is a violent outbreaking of evidence 
of the disgust of the flagrant non- 
enforcement and inefficiency of the 
law. While no one can justify the 
action of a mob in taking ‘matters 
into their own hands, yet it must be 
apparent to al! who will give the mat- 
ter casual study that to ever remove 
the stigma which is attacheg to any 
display of anarchistic tendencies the 
cause must be cut off at the fountain 
head, 

It is not enough or to the point to 
endeavor to indict the populace for 
disrespect for the constituted au- 
thorities of our land, but it is of prime 
importance that the conditions that 
instill this disrespect for, law be 
properly diagnosed and some rational 
remedy applied. The mere agitator 
has no remedy to offer for the evils of 
which he complains, but usually makes 
matters worse by placing the evil in a 
light which within itself.it does not 
merit. 

Those who are so loud in their de- 
mand that the militia be used as a 


Safeguard for the law entertain a mis- 
conception of the real motive and per- 
sonnel of the average mob. Until we 
can get away from the idea that every 
mob is composed of the tough and 
criminally-inclined, we can never ar- 
rive at a lasting solution of this evil 
that has begun to attract so much at- 
tention and condemnation. We must 
learn to distinguish between disregard 
for our poorly enforced laws and an 
inherent disrespect for our cherished 
institutions of authority. Among the 
members of every mob there are those 
who hold in just as holy esteem the 
ideals of American democracy as the 
judge who is sworn to uphold and ad- 
minister the law. 

Would you seek the fountain head 
of this ulcer that is eating at the vitals 
of American liberty? Then learn of 
the proportion of those who are 
brought before the. bar of justice and 
convicted, whoever suffer the penalty 
of their crimes, and there your search 
will cease. Examine the records of 
the supreme and appellate courts and 
ponder the rythless disregard for the 
stability of government evidenced in 
the multitudinous revokings of the au- 
thority of that greatest bulwark of our 
laws’ preservation, the jury. 

Let the constitutions of our states 
be altered that the verdict of the jury 
may be supreme, abolish the right of 
appeal and substitute for the pardon 
the parole and guarantee that the dic- 
tates of the jury be executed without 
the quibbling of the jackass lawyer 
and the problem of the mob will sélve 
itself, 

Heroic remedy this, but those who 
cherish the hope that the mob will 
ever disappear by the bayonet route 
are likely to find their hopes elusive. 

Let us have a law which will com- 
mand respect for the security it lends 
to our homes and our loved ones, 
rather than a menacing law seeking 
respect through fear of soldiery,

ROME IS PULLING | 
FOR GRAND LODGE 


A Site and $30,000 in Cash 
Pledged Bonus for 
the Temple. 


Rome, Ga., September 20.—( Special.) 
Rome is in dead earnest in its effort 
to secure the Grand Lodge Masonic 
Temple of Georgia. 

The actual campaign was begun last 
night by the passage of a resolution in 
Cherokee lodge to join the other Ma- 
schic orders of Rome in pledging a site 
and $30,000 in cash to the grand lodge 
as a bonus for the temple. 

The grand lodge has met in Mason 
for many years. Several years ago the 
old temple in Macon was found too 
small and antiquated for the purposes 
of the present body. It was sold and 
a movement started to buil4 a new 
temple. No satisfactory site could be 
secured in the Central City and the 
Masons have had under consideration 
the building of the proposed new tem- 


ple elsewhere. 

At the meeting of the grand lodge 
last, October other cities of the state 
were invited to offer propositions at 
the annual fneeting this fall. Realiz- 
ing the immense advantage the temple 
would be Rome has decided to be in the 
bidding. 

When the séventh district Masonic 
convention met last May a resolution 
was passed unanimously indotsing 
Rome as the logical location for the 
temple. This is the Strongest dis- 
trist association in the state and wields 
more inffiience than any other. There 
are more Masons to the squate mile 
and more lodges in this district than 
probably any other in Georgia. Macon’s 
central location is offset by the fact 
that there is such a large majority of 
grand lodge membership in north 
Georgia, Rome Masons argue. 

With a pledge of a site and at least 
$30,000, Rome's committee will zo be- 
fore the grand lodge meeting next 
month at Macon with a force, it is be- 
lieved, that cannot be overcome.

Instances showing that often a let- 
ter averages only a block per day in 
its travel about the city have come to 
light frequently within the past few 
weeks, but all previous records were 
smashed to smithereens by a letter 
posted at Law Bros.’ store, at 10 
Whitehall street, which took just an 
even twenty-one days to reach the 
Atlanta National bank, just four doors 
away. 

The letter was mailed by Law Bros. 
on August 31 to W. J. Mille, at the 
Atlanta National bank, and on yester- 


days after it had been mailed, the 
letter wandered aimlessly in, just as 
though, being almost a month behind 
time, even in a bank, was a matter of 
small concern. There wasn’t ahy mis- 
take in the address; no possibility 
that it might have been illegible, and 
not the slightest mark upon the’ en- 
velope to show that the postoffice 
people had experienced any difficulty 
in locating Mr. Mille. To all appear- 
ances, it just naturally took that

Another One. 
‘Not quite so bad, but plenty bad 
enough, in the opinion of the recipient, 
is the case of a letter mailed in 
Knoxville, Tenn., on September 1, 
which reached its destination in this 
city September 20, making it an even 
twenty days covering the distance 
from Knoxville to Atlanta.

BEFORE SMITH 


Governor Holds That Commis- 
sion’s Recent Act Makes 
Out Case.

Following data submijtted to him by 
the railroad commission, Governor 
Smith has summoned the lessees of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad to 
show cause before him on September 
29 why they should not enforce the 
provisions of the lease contract with 
reference to freight rates from points 
in Georgia to points in Tennessee. 

' The fact that the governor would call 
upon the lessees of the state roaq to 
defend themselves in this matter was 
announced in The Constitution several 
days ago and the announcement fol- 
lowed the action of the governor in 
calling upon the railroad commission 
to furnish him with specific instances 
in which the commission thinks that 
the lessees are violating the contract 
made with the state. 

Governor Smith several days ago re- 
quested the commission to furnish him 
with specific instances in which, in 
the opinion of the commisson, this 
provision of the lease is being violated, 
The commission furnisheg him with 
the information and the action of the 
governor summoning the railroad com- 
pany to appear before him followed as 
a result. 

Immediately after issuing the sum- 
mons Governor Smith left for Rome, 
where he is attending the reunion of 
the confederate veterans. 

When asked for a statement con- 
cerning the order of the governor, 
John lL. Tye, of counsel for the rail- 
road, said: 

“We will 
just as was proved 
commission, that we are, 
ticular, violating the terms of the lease 
eontract. We have no fear of the out- 
come. We have always been within 
our rights in our attitude toward the 
state on all matters involving the lease 
and we will prove it at the hearing 
before the governor.”’

Grosscup Alleges That He Has 
Been Shadowed for Two 
Years. |

Chicago, September 20.—Following 
the formal announcement yesterday by 
United States Circuit Judge Peter_S. 
Grosscup that he would resign from 
the federal bench, he confirmed last 
night a report that he had been under 
surveillance for two years by some 
most unfriendly agency, whose motive 
he could not give. He said he had 
nothing to conceal from the public 
and that the shadowing did not cause 
him to resign. His motive was more 
personal ang political freedom, he said. 

It developed that the man who has 
directed the inquiry is Laurence. Richie. 
a former operator in the governrrént 
secret service. He has done little else 
for two years. He or his agents during 
that periog have dogged Judge Gross- 
cup’s every step. 

So persistent was the pursuit that 
when the judge went abroad a year 
ngo last spring he was not alluwed to 
zo alone. A “shadow” is said te have 
followed him all the way to Europe and 
back. The agency that directed Rich- 
ie’s activities could not be learned. 

“Do you know who Richie has been 
working for?’ the judge was asked. 

“I heard at one time he was work- 
ing for the government,” replied the 
jurist. “That, I believe, is untrue. I al- 
so heard that he was working for a 
magazine. That report I also believe 
to be untrue.” 

“There is nothing either in my pri- 
vate or public life that I am afraid of 
having investigated. I have nothing to 
conceal.” 
'“How did 
work?’ 

“Several of my close friends came 
to me and tolq me that Richie was 
threatening to write me up. I was told 
a long time ago that an eastern mag- 
azine was ready to begin a series of 
stories about me a year ago. These

‘1 northern Duluth, $1.10%, 


SELLING STOCKS 


ON HEAVY SCALE 


United States Steel Was Heav- 
iest Loser —Railroads and 


Industrials Made Rally. 


New York, September 20.—Wali 
stfeet showed increasing nervousness 
today as to the intentions of the gov- 
ernment in regard to enforcement of 
the anti-trust law. Selling of stocks 
was conducted on a scale which seem- 
ed to indicate that some _  investers 
were in fear of further dissolution pro- 
ceedings against large corporations. 
This was notably true of United States 
Steel, which once more was caiied 
upon to shoulder the heaviest burden. 

The long and severe attack upon 
this issue had telling effect today. The 
preferred stock and bonds gave way. 
the former selling at 110%, the lowast 
price since 1909, and the latter at 100, 
the lowest since 1908. The common 
also reached a new low point on the 
year, 62%, the losses in each case ex- 
ceeding $ points. 

Elsewhere in the market declines 
were general. The chief losses were 
among the industrials, running as high 
as 5 points. Railroad stocks in most 
eases declined little more than a point. 
On a late rally the railroad whares re- 
covered their losses and a partial re- 
covery was effected among the indus- 
trials. 

Wall street for several days has 
been listening to reports that one by 
one the great corporations are to be 
dissolved, provided the federal govern- 
r.ent can bring it about. Announce- 
ment today that the.government would 
‘permit the International Harvester 
Company, without @ dissolution suit, to 
adapt itself to the Sherman law, while 
affecting that stock favorably at the 
time, did not serve to bring about a 
better feeling, but, on the contrary, 
was followed by the heaviest selling of 
the day. The attack on United States 
Steel was assisted by reports of im- 
pending reductions in wages at steel 
mills. Steel men were said to have 
abandoned hope of a stiffening of 
prices this fall, and to have decided 
that a substantial lowering in wages 
was inevitable. Steel prices now av- 
érage about $7 a ton below the rates 
prevailing in 1907, and the reduction 
has been made with no ae aaa be 
change in the scale of wages. The 
weekly trade reviews reported a fur- 
ther falling off in business, together 
with some new price concessions. 

The copper rchares showed marked 
weakness today, on statements in re- 
gard to abandonment of efforts to re- 
strict production. The weakness of 
these shares also reflects the belief 
that the large buying of Europe, .espe- 
cially Germany, will be at least tem- 
porarily curtailed py the business reac- 
tion abroad.

difficult for the election prophet is the 
fact that a great many liberals have 
openly deserted their party on the re- 
ciprocity issue. They have done this 
not because they have been apprehen- 
sive of the immediate results of reci- 
procity with the United States, should 
the agreement be ratified, but because 
they fear this would be but a start 
toward a general letting, down of the 
tariff bars in Canada. The manufac- 
turing interests have come out almost 
as a unit against the agreement and 
have been supported by banking and 
financial interests in considerable meas. 
ure. Special appeals have been made 
by employers to their employees to 
vote against reciprocity. 

On the other hand the liberal press 
claims there has been just as many 
désertions from the conservative ranks | 
and newspapers of both parties have | 
printed long lists of names of voters 
who have changed their politics on ac- 
count of reciprocity. 

Where Laurier Will Gain. 

It is commonly thought that the gov- 
ernment May make their gains in the 
three grain growing provinces of the 
west—Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. British Columbia is expected 
to g@ consevative; New Brunswick to 
go largely liberal and Nova Scotia may 
break even. On tario, it appears fair to 
assume, will be as strongly conserva- 
tive as in the last election, while 
Prince Edward Island seemg likely to 
change from three liberals and one 
conservative to three cnservatives and 
one liberal because, of dissatisiaction 
with the governmental transportation 
record there. 

This status in the other provinces 
would indicate that the fate of the 
government once more may be said to 
rest with the French-Canadian voters 
in the province of Quebec. A number 
of liberal organizations admit the 
probability of slight opposition gains 
in Quebec. The conservative party's 
contention is that it will come nearer 
than before to equally dividing tnar 
province. 

The campaign just ended has been 
even more stirring than that of 1878, 
when the late Sir John A. McDonald, 
came into pwer, with the conservative 
‘party on @ high tariff policy known as 
the ‘national policy.” Never has 
party feeling run so high, never have 
the discussions been tinged with 
greater bitterness, never has so keen 
an interest been manifested by the 
people ag a whole and never has there 
been so much real uncertainty in re- 
gard to the outcome. 

At the outset of the contest, which 
except in the province of Quebec has 
been conducted almost strictly on the 
reciprocity issue, the liberal organiza- 
tion attempted to confine discussions 
to the economic side of the question. 
In this they at first seemed to have 
the acquiescence of the leader of the 
opposition, Mr. Borden. Before the 
campaign became many days old, 
however, the opposition led by the 
ultra-loyalist press switched to the 
political side of the question, and since 
then much of the economic bearing 
has been lost sight of. This is par- 
ticularly true as regards the eastern 

rovinces, where, annexation to the 

nited States as opposed to continued 
connection with the Britsh empire 
was made the chief issue, the op- 
ponents of reciprocity holding that it 
Was a certain step toward the absorp- 
tion of Canada by the United States and 
a forerunner of continental free trade. 

The Amnexation Cry. 

One of the strongest arguments the 
liberals have had to overcome in meet- 
ing the “annexation” cry has been the 
use by the conservative réss and 
speakers of words of President Taft, 
uttered while advocating reciprocity 
in the United States that “Canada is at 
the parting of the ways.”

Drastic Measures to Stop the 
Spread of Revolution,

Madrid, September 20.—The strikes 
in many cities of Spain continue, but 
the revolution seems to have been 
completely confounded by the prompt 
and energetic action of the govern- 
ment. The postponement of the geran 
strike until tomorrow igs regarded ag 
indicating that the back of the move- 
ment is broken. 

The government, while preparing to 
take the most drastic measures, does 
not lose sight of the democratic ideals 
which have inspired its program. 


Premier Canalejas declared tonight 
that, "martial law notwithstanding, the 
government would respect the rights 
to strike, if legally followed, but he 
gave fair warning that if the em- 
ployees of the public services strike 
without giving the previous notifica- 
tion as required by law the promptest 
measures would be taken to end the 
strike. All strikers, he added,“ who 
stepped outside the pale of the law 
would be mercilessly prosecuted, and 
at the slightest sign of revolt the 
troops would use their arms without 
hesitation. 

“All those who wish to demonstrate 
in the streéfs will have their chance 
tomorrow,” said the premier. “I am de- 
termined once for all to finish with 
these mutterings of revolution.” 

So fam as a censorship of great 
severity allows conditions to be known, 
there were no serious disorders in the 
provinces today. Most of the principal 
agitators either were laid by the heels 
or their actions were crippled effect- 
ively. Telegraphic and telephonic com- 
munication has been cut off from all 
suspected persons, including the re- 
publican and socialist leaders. Houses 
have been searched and arms seized, 
and the prisons are crowded with 
rioters and political suspects. The 
activity of the government seems to 
have had a salutary effeet on the 
workmen, and the authorities are con- 
fident that tomorrow’s gd@neral strike 
will prove more or less of a fiasco,
